The "Brenock Park Committee" were 
approached (Brenock Park Committee then in 
existence), for the use of their ground, 
and we were able to play on what is now the Firs 
big oval, and had the use of several old 
sheds which were standing around the ground. 
No money wat involved as long as we 
looked after tke Park and kept the grass cut 
short. Lt any gate money was to be charged, 
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The Park Committee would get half. 

On that particul meeting it was alse decided that the name 
of the Club would be "SPARTA" and that all members would be of 
Dutch origin (this was adhered to for five years). 

Fairly soon + team was formed and we began training on Satur- 
day afternoons until we were finally playing against Dandenong 
and Wilhemina Reserves. We lost 10 and 12 nill or something like 
that. Our starts were Piet Saes, Bobby Hoogerdorp, (ex Feyer- 
noord), Theo Leer Heers, Henk Gebbing, and a few others (but main- 
ly no-hopers)! 

A little: while before the start of the 1957 season, we were ~ 
invited to visit the home of Stuart Beaton (Secretary of the 
Va fs S. Pia.) His house was also his office at that time. 

We, (Con Smith and myself) had to give reasons why they would 
accept us as a member cf the V.A.S.F.A., and also whether we were 
financial and had a ground, and-also the number cf members we had. 


We had £800 (pounds) in the bank, a beaut ground, and forty 
players, - we were accepted. 

We had to change our name lowever from "Sparta" to The Fern 
Tree Gully Scccer Club - this mainly was to avoid all those 
national names (look at all the names still left in The League's). 

In the Second Division South, we were to start off with nine 
other teams. (Vic. Police, Croatia, Pascoe Vale, Wilhelmina 
Thirds). In the meantime we had added to our Committee Gerrit 
Vlug, and players Billy Peeters, Jan Lacunes (our Goalie) we were 
quite confident! 


Our first official game was to be played against the Victorian 
Police at their ground at Batman Avenue (now St. Kilda's ground), 
the result 2-2, not bad! 

I think we finished in Third Position. 


And so we went on for a few years until in 1960 we won our 
First Premiership, and were champions of the Second Division South. 


It was a very wet season that year. - It so . 


happened that half way we had to visit our biggest rivals,

Frankston. On the way along Stud Road, we had to stop. 


because the road was half under water. 


Stopping was al- 


right for the first ten cars or so, but the next three were 
caught unawares and we nad some lovely prangs. To Lop at 
off, when we arrived at Frankston, we learned that the 
match was to be postponed because the gyvound was unplayable. 


This meant that we played two games against 
Frankston in a rcw at the end of the Season. They were to 
be the most frightening weeks of The Gully‘s life}!
